was poor, but well educated, and possessed 
extraordinary genius. He married a beau- 
ty, who afterwards deserted him for an- 
i other. 

On the 9th of April, 1840, the Court 
house in Clarkeaville, Texas, was crowded 
to overflowing. An excitiug case was 
about to be tried. George Hopkins, a 
MjO Il'ls* I', wealthy plauter, hud offered agross insult 
to Mary Kllison, the young and beautiful 
wife of his overseer. The husband threat- 
ened to chastise him for the outrage, when 
Hopkins went to Ellison's house, and shot 
him in his own door. The murderer was 
bailed to answer the charge. This occur- 
rence produced great excitement, and Hop- 
kins, in order to turn the tide of popular j it j s well, 
indignation, had circulated reports against 
her character, and she had sued him for 
slander.

The interest became deeper when it was 
known that Pike and Ashley, of Arkansas, 
and B. B. Prentiss, of New Orleans, by 
enormous fees, had been retained to defend 
Hopkins.

"It is immaterial," answered the stran- 
ger, bis thin, bloodless lips curlieg up with 
sneer. "Here is my license from the 
tribunal of America!'" and he 



ba -towing an allusion to Prentiss, he turn- 
ed short around on the perjured witnesses 
oI'Hopkius, tore their testimony into shreds 
and hurled into their faces such terrible 
itivci'tives that all trembled like aspens, 
and two of them fled from the courthouse. 
The excitement of the crowd was becoming 
tremendous. Their united souls ucemed 
to haug upon the burning tongue 'if the 
stranger; he inspired them with the power 
of his malignant passions; he seemed to 
have stolen nature's long hidden secret of 
attraction. But his greatest triumph was 
to come. 

His eye began to glance at the assassin 
Hopkins, as his lean taper fingers assumed 
the same direction. He hemmod the 
wretch with a wall of strong evidence and 
impregnable argument, cutting off all hop. 
of escape. He dug beneath the murderer's 
feet ditches of dilemma, and held the slan- 
derer up to the scorn and contempt of the 
populace. Having thus girt him about 
with a circle of fire, he Btrlpped himself 
to the work of massacre. 

Oh! then it was a vision both glorious 
and dreadful to behold the orator.

We uttter but a trite sentiment when we 
mj that the future of the South is in the 
hand? of it* young men. How many of 
them are qualifying themselves to manage 
its factories, control its railroads, mine its 
ore, work its machine shops, and cultivate 
its plantation ? Professsional men it has 
in abundance — able lawyers, accomplished 
physicians, eloquent speakers.

OrT the plantation, in the shop, in'the fac- 
tory, there the South is to effect its true 
restoration The young men who dug 
trenches and fed on hominy and pork, who 
went clad in homespun gray and slept in 
cold or rain or shine under the canopy of 
the heavens to further the fortunes, as they 
believed, of their native land, can now do 
noble service by laying hold of its plough- 
handles, turning its lathes, guiding its 
spindles, handling its locomotives. But 
there is want of capital. No matter. They 
have youth, health, hope, ambition, and 
good abilities. They have every incentive 
for which to work. Begin with a will, aud 
success will crown their efforts. 

Wc heartily approve of tho above senti- 
ments which we find in that sterling old 
journal, the National Intelligencer, and 
commend them to our countrymen of the 
South is eminently just and as the dictates 
of prudence and patriotism. Sad as the 
condition of the South is at this time from 
the sorrows which surround it and the des 
olation which pervades it. there is t-till 
room for the display of those wonderful 
qualities which even despair sometimes 
generates. Let not the youth of the country 
give up hopelessly, but apply their ardent 
energies to the task of building up their 
country, and thus in their unwearied zeal I w i]] 
they will prove that "there is life in the old 
land yet."

Old Times. 

I spent last Sunday afternoon in ti c 
woods seated alone demurely on | lot- 
thinking of "old times ". I acknowledge, 
straitway that such occupation is neither 
practical, businesss like, or has any money 
in it; but I engaged in it nevertheless. 

I make no apology for feeling a little 
sentimental too. as most men do, if they 
have any soul to feel with. So those points 
are settle!. It was one of our most delight- 
ful autumnal days and the mellow sunlight 
poured down in floods upon the fading glo- 
ry, and departing splendor of the venera- 
ble woods; the trees had on their royal 
robes of p urplc and gold, and the sound 
of the rising wind amongst them, was like 
the surfing of the sea.

I thought of the days 
when my pockets were full of "potters" and 
"white alleys;'" when I imperilled my neck 
in cherry trees, and when with a careless 
band of mischievous hoys, with pants and 
sleeves rolled up, we waded for hours in 
the shallow waters of Clear Creek, scaring 
the minnows from their hiding places, cap- 
turing luckless craw fish and turtles, and 
their going home with clothes so tattered, 
and faces so besplattcred, as to successful- 
ly defy all attempts al recognition; the mill- 
dam, the foot-ball lot, and the coonhunts, 
came up rapidly one after another, and 
then I thought of my College days, which 
are so indelibly imprinted on my heart 
that death alone can efface them. 

We had all gotten to be "big boys" then 
for we had read the " Gallia est devisa" of 
Caesar and l Arma virumque cano' 'of Virgil, 
aud looked upon the little boys with the most 
supreme indifference ; I fancied myself 
again with "the boys" at recess on the old 
College campus. The two be*t football 
••campers," were "choosing up" for a game, 
while the "popular boy" was surrounded 
by an admiring crowd which was discuss- 
ing the propriety of "smoking out" a "new 
boy" who with a home sick look, was sea- 
ted away off by himself ; the "best shot," 
the dandy, the best Latin scholar, the little 
orator of the society, the poet, the brag 
aud tattler, were all there. As the college 
bell rang once more, I saw Dan, Henry, 
Dick, John, Charley, Ben. Lloyd and Bob, 
and a host of familiar forms pass again* 
into the recitation room, in earnest conver- 
sation, and with eyes alternately grave and 
sparkling with mischief; the slanting rays 
of the now sinking sun beamed in my face, 
and made the woods glow with still more 
sad and melancholy beauty, and I bowed 
my head and mourned over those days, for 
the old boys are all scattered now and we 
shall never meet together on the old|play 
ground again. We all started ou the voy- 
age of life full of hope, but storms and 
shipwrecks have taken place since then and 
many of them have gone down beneath the 
waves, while of those that remain, some 
have made their lives failures already ; 
some have been crowned with success, while 
ou many faces lines of trouble have taken 
the place of careless smiles. 

Bob, as we called him, the genial play- 
mate of iny childhood and the frolicsome 
aud happy schoolmate, was cut down in the 
very bloom of life, when all the world was 
bright and joyous to him ; and one beauti- 
ful October day we carried him sadly from 
the church to the Cemetery, and wept as 
they lowered him from our sight. 

"Little Dan" sleeps his last sleep under 
the soil of Maryland, and long may the 
turf be green above his grave, for we all 
loved Dan ; we loved his noble manly ways, 
his hearty ringing laugh and his frank, 
open ftce, beaming with so much soul and 
and talent. There is a consecrated room 
within my heart that none can enter; I 
locked the door when I heard that Dan 
had bade the earth farewell. One of the 
old boys with reason dethroned, is slowly 
dragging out his lonely existence in an 
asylum cell, others went forth to defend 
the Southern Cross, and though the loved 
ones have waited long for them, they have 
not yet returned ; the fragrant Magnolia 
of Louisiana exhales its sweet perfume 
above the narrow bed of one, another fell 
face to the foe, when Donelson was bap- 
tized in blood, and still another, "Lloyd," 
who had twined himself so close'y round 
our hearts and whose College days seemed 
but the early dawn of a brilliant future, 
he too, followed that same loved banner 
till death consigned him to an unknown 
but glorious grave, and now he slumbers 
in the soil of Mississippi . the soil he died 
defending. 

I thought of all the boys ; I gathered 
them all once more together in my heart, 
the scattered living and the dead, and 
shutting out the years that had rolled be- 
tween them, now tried to forget the rava- 
ges of time and death, and see them just 
as they used to be; the good old times 
came back at my bidding, and I was again 
a careless "College boy" among my care- 
less happy schoolmates. How blest is the 
gift of memory, that fixes unchaugable in 
our hearts the soenos of other days, that 
gives us the past just as it used to be and 
when all else changes, fortuues vary, and 
friends depart, still keeps the good old 
times fresh and green, and just the same. 
And so I dreamed away that lovely Sun- 
day evening while the wind moaned sadly 
amongst the trees, whilo the faded leaves 
of Autumn floated to the ground, and while 
waves of mellow, golden sunlight bathed 
the darkling woods in melancholy splen- 
dor.

'It was the duty and polioy of the Re- 
publican leaders to show that if in war 
they knew how to use with eeffct the enor- 
mous power of the Centeral Government, 
in peace they were equally ready to estab- 
lish as quickly as possible that local self- 
government on which, as the balance wheel 
in our political system, our truo and safe 
progress in. liberty depends. As the party 
in power, during the war they hud been 
compelled to use force to an unlimited ex- 
tent : it was the more necessary that on the 
restoration of peace they should show a 
rcadiuess to return at once to strict consti- 
tutional forms, practices and limitations." 

The Post then, in a style which reminds 
us of the old Declaration of Independence, 
sketehes the career and crimes of the party 
with which it has been connected in terms 
no less caustic than truthful. Need we 
say what is the inevitable and approach- 
ing end of a party whose chief and best ad- 
vocate in the first city of the Union is 
compelled by a sense of truth to speak 
thus of its associates. The Post says : 

But the policy imposed upon the party 
by those men who unhapppily have aeis- 
ed the leadership of it has just been the 
contrary of this. Their whole political 
theory and practice tend dangerously to- 
ward m consolidation of all power and au- 
thority in the hands of the Central Gov- 
ernment. They have aimed to leave noth- 
ing to the States, nothing to the Local 
Government, which is our greatest safe- 
guard againstdespotism. They will make of 
the Federal Government, if they have 
their way, as overshadowing and alldevour- 
iug a monster as the Government of Napo- 
leon is in France. They proceed upon the 
principle that Congress is to legislate upon 
all matters whatever; is to interfere in all 
the relations of society aud life, and to cs- 
tal li>h rules and laws for every event un- 
der heaven. Not only do we see a useless 
and absured Bureau of Agriculture estab- 
lished, at an expense of hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars per annum, to prepare re 
ports which are published three years af- 
ter date, and which, when they are fresh, 
have not half the value of a good agricul- 
tural paper; and to distribute seed to far- 
mers who are quite intelligent enough to 
buy them , bureaus of education, of min- 
ing, of insurance, of statistics, are propos- 
ed and urged. Thus patronage is increas- 
ed, office-holders grow more numerous, the 
nation is more and more heavily taxed to 
support crowds of hungry idlers — the 
creatures of Congress and of the President, 
the political agents of those who appoint 
them, corrupting the morals of the nation 
and robbing its industry. This is not all. 
In pursuance of the same false and perilous 
theory of consolidation these men seek to 
make the General Government the patron 
and support of all mauner of en 
fcarpriaa and schemes. Not only are 
steamship lines and other private under 
takings subsidized ; not only are certain 
branches of manufacture selected as the 
objects of special favoritism at the expense 
of the general public, and to the impover 
ishment of the Treasury: the evil extends 
much further. If a mining company need 
capital. Congress at once makes a grant of 
public lands ; if another set of speculators 
appeal for laud to plant trees — which Mr 
Bayard Taylor informs the Tribune nature 
does much better — Congress hastens to do 
their bidding. How perilous such a poli- 
cy is 5rc may see by reviewing the huge 
steps already taken on this downward road 

The Presicent has doue his utmost to 
cheek the attempts of Congress to concen- 
trate and centralize all power in Washing- 
ton. With all his mistakes in other res- 
pects, he has shown a true and statesman- 
like comprehension of this danger; he made 
haste to pnt out of his own hands all ex- 
traordinary power and patronage growing 
out of the war ; he has, by his vetoes, pre- 
vented the consummation of some most 
mischievous measures. But the centrali- 
zers have not heeded his warnings, and it 
is high time for the country to awake to 
the dangers of their course. Already 
we see this false policy bearing fruit. If 
a Citizen now a-days suffers wrong, he no 
longer appeals to the laws — he turns to 
the Central Government to protect him. 
The Civil Righu act has beeu several 
months in force, but instead of requiring 
those who need it to set the courts in mo- 
tion. Congress continues the Freedmen's 
Bureau in operation another year. Thus, 
by nteps which arc no longer impercepti- 
ble, the citizens are trained to undervalue 
and disregard the laws, and to cast all the 
raspouibllitt** of life from their own 
shoulders upon that of the Central Govern- 
ment. That road leads as suriey to ruin as 
the one called "secession, " which has 
frightened so many iuconsiderate people 
from the Hife middle path. We have no 
fear but that the country will see and es- 
;ape one danger as well as it did the oth- 
2T ; but in doing so it wjll drop the men 
who are leadiug it into unsafe paths. If 
the Republican party chooes to go with 
tfct)M men, it goes straight toward ruin ; it 
will lose inevitably the best part of its fol- 
lowers, nor will it ueed a Tribune to read 
these out of the party. The country is 
uow at peace ; the condition of affairs is 
such that men need no longer set aside all 
other iuterests to uuite upon a single point. 
Slavery has gone down, rebellion has been 
crushed, and American citizens may ouce 
more turn their attention to other and 
equally important questions. It is a mis- 
take to suppose that any party can now 
rule by the stale ery that the Uuion is in 
danger from either slavery or rebellion. 

Legal Printing. — Wo heartily agree 
with the papers of the State in favoring the 
adoption of laws by the Legislature com- 
pelling legal advertising in the county pa- 
per. This is proper and necessary. Oth- 
er Slates have done so, yet Kentucky stands 
out in the old fogy mode of a little scrib 
bled paper advertisement stuck up on the 
Court-house, aud probably not more than 
ten men in the county ever see it. A gen- 
tleman told us the other day he came near 
losing $1,400 by not seeing a Commission- 
er's notice. A man must ride twenty miles 
every week to look at the court-house door 
for notices. The people demand it, and it 
is but just to the press that it should be 
adopted here as in other States. Illinois 
publishers called a convention and forced 
the attention of the Legislature to it and 
the adoption of laws favoring it. Let the 
printing interest of the State meet after 
the Convention of the 8th of January 
(should it be determined to hold it then), 
and have this matter laid before the Leg- 
islature. If the press is not entitled to 
this small boon verily it has spent its ener- 
gies for small profit. This ought to be 
accomplished, and the press is at fault if 
it is not. Let them speak out and it will 
be done this winter.— 1/niotUown Appeal.
